ARRANGEMENT OF CLAUSES. 



Preamble recites that it would be a great public Advantage to enable 
Parties under proper Control to construct Tramways, and to 
use Roads, and take Lands, &c. 

Sect. 

1. Interpretation Clause, 

2. The following Acts incorporated into this Act, viz. : — ■ 

“ The Companies Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845 
“ The Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845,” (so far as 
consistent with The Railways Act, Ireland, 1851) ; 

“ The Railways Act, Ireland, 1861," and the several Acts 
continuing the same ; 

“ The Railways Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845,” with 
respect to the Construction of Works and other specified 
Purposes ; 

“ The Joint Stock Companies Act, 1856-7,’’ and 
“ The Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1854," so far as 
consistent. 

3. Title to be “ The General Tramway Act (Ireland), 1859.” 

4. Persons may become Promoters of a Tramway Company, and 

may contribute necessary Capital, and when Half of the 
Cost shall have been contributed, may apply for Leave to 
construct Works according to deposited Plans, &c., (as after 
mentioned.) 

5. Tramways to be laid on the Level of any Roads and Streets that 

may be used, and so as to obstruct as little as possible the 
ordinary Traffic. 

6. Promoters may enter Lands, &c., for preliminary Surveys, making 

Compensation for any Injury, 

7 . Deer Parks, Houses, and Offices protected. 

8. Where One Half of estimated Cost subscribed, Promoters may 

memorialize Grand Jury, specifying the intended Works, Lands 
required, &c., and the estimated Expense of Works. 

9 . A detailed Scheme of the intended Tramw^ay, with Copies of Plans, 

Sections, Books of Reference, and Estimates, and proposed 
Tolls, shall be deposited with the Secretary of the Grand Jury, 
and with the Board of Public Works, Thirty Days before the 
Assizes ; Secretary to endorse Dates of Lodgment, and permit 
Copies or Extracts, if applied for, on usual Fees being paid, 
[Bill 38.] — Sess. 2 . a and 
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and Promoters shall give Ten Days Notice in local Papers 
of intended Application. 

10. Promoters to give Notice to Occupiers Fifteen Days before the 

Assizes of their intended Memorial to Grand Jury. 

11. The Memorial to Grand Jury shall be accompanied by the Report 

of County Surveyor upon proposed Scheme, and specifying 
any Precautions needful for the Protection of the Public. 

12. Grand Jury to examine Memorial, and may approve either 

■wholly or partially, or direct Modifications, or refuse Assent, 
and Foreman to certify accordingly. Special Directions as to 
the Presentment Sessions before which the Application for a 
Presentment founded on the Memorial shall be brought. 

13. Proceedings at Presentment Sessions. Promotei-s when Grand 

Jury have certified may apply for Presentment to authorize 
the Execution of Works j Chairman to endorse Decision of 
the Sessions, such Application when endorsed to be included 
by Secretary of Grand Jury in the Schedule of Applications 
at any succeeding Assizes. 

14. On Application being made, a Deposit equal to One Twentieth 

of estimated Cost shall be deposited in County Bank, to the 
Credit of the Treasurer of the County. 

15. Presentment may be passed and fiated in usual Way, but no 

greater Sum than One Shilling to be presented to be levied 
out of the public Money, and in case Presentment be refused. 
Deposit shall be paid to Promoters. 

16. Where Roads are not under the Control of Grand Jury, the 

Town Council or Persons in whom they are vested may con- 
tract with the Promoters for the Use thereof, subject to certain 
Approvals, but no Sum to be paid out of Borough Fund. 

17. When Contract is approved, Provisions of Act to apply. 

18. Appeal in Cases of Two Counties where Grand Juries do not 

agree in their Decision. 

19. Promoters may obtain Certificate of complete Registration as a 

1 ramway Company, Limited,” after Presentment made and 

fiated or Contract approved. 

20. Tramway Company may purchase Roads or Lands mentioned in 

Presentment or in Contract. 

21. Tramway Company may, after Presentment or Contract, open 

Roads for Construction of the Works and for Repairs, making 
Compensation for Damage. 

22. Works to be completed with all convenient Speed ; Soil, &c., 

to he replaced, and Works to be protected while open. 

23. Company to restore Roads, &c., disturbed by the Works, and 

substitute, where necessary, such substituted Roads to be 
mamtained as theretofore. 

24. Company 
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24. Company may borrow on Mortgage or Debenture not exceediiig 

One Tbird Part of Capital, when the whole has been subscribed 
for and One Half paid up. 

25. Application of Capital. 

26. Money borrowed to be paid preferentially to any Dividend, and 

One Twentieth repaid every Year. 

27 . No Interest to be paid on Calls out of Capital. 

28. Receiver may be appointed where. Interest on Money borrowed is 

in Arrear, and amounts to One Sixth of the Amount due. 

29- Power for compulsory Pm'chase of Lands and Completion of 
Works not to be exercised after Two Years from Date of 
Presentment. 

30. On Completion or final Abandonment of Works Deposit to be 

repaid; Commissioners of Works to certify that Works have 
been completed and Injuries made good. 

31. Repayment of Deposit during Progress of the Work, on Security 

being given. 

32. Provision for temporai-y Diversion of Lines of Tramways. 

33. Where Communications with Railways required, they shall be 

made under the "Direction of thelim^neer of the Railway ; 
or, in case of Dispute, it shall be determined by an Arbitrator 
appointed by the Commissioners of Works. Tramway Com- 
panies not to be at liberty to enter upon Lands of a Railway 
Company further than is necessary for making Communica- 
tions therewith, and Special Restrictions to meet the Case oi 
a Railway with only a Single Line of Rails. 

34. Tramway Companies not to be liable to any greater Extent than 

Common Carriers. 

35. Penalties on Persons practising Frauds on Company. 

36. Penalty on bringing dangerous Goods on Tramways. 

37 . Penalty on obstructing Carriages. 

38. Wilful Obstruction. 

39- Wilful Injury. 

40. Company may take Tolls as in Presentment or Contract. 

41. Provisions and Regulations applicable to the fixing of the 

Ma x i m um Tolls. 

42. Where Tolls are paid, all Persons may use the Tramway on 

Notice with Carriages drawn by Animal Power, subject to 
existing Byelaws, and on Certificate of Engineer that the 
Carriages are properly constructed. 

43. List of Tolls to be publicly exhibited. 

44. Tolls to be paid as shall be directed by the Company. 

45. Owners Names to be exhibited on Carriages. 

46* Power to erect Cranes and Weighing Machines on Landing Places, 
Piers, &c., at Termination of a Tramway.

Facilitate intenial Communication in Ireland !>y 
means of Tramroads or Tramways. 



W HEREAS it would be of great public and local Advantage Preamble, 
if Powers were given to Persons desirous to promote the 
Construction of Iron Roads or Tramways in Ireland, to 
make use for that Purpose, under proper Control, of Public Roads, 

5 Post Roads, and common Highways, where the same can be done 
without Injury to public Interests, and to purchase and hold such 
Lands as shall be found useful and necessary for the Completion of 
such Undertahings, and to use such Tramways for the Conveyance 
of Passengers, Produce, Minerals, Merchandise, and other Goods in 
10 Carriages, Waggons, and Trucks drawn by Horses; Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, as follows : 



15 1. In the Construction of this Act, and of any Act incorporated i„ie,.i,re-

riie Word “ Tramway ” sMl mean any Tramroad or Tramway, 
whether ^permanent or temporary, constructed of Iron, Stone, or 

■other Material, and for the Time being laid down under or by 
virtuh of this Act'j and worked by Horses, and shall include all 
Branches of the same, and all Works connected with such 5 
Tram'way ; 

The Words “ Promoters of a Tramway Company ” shall apply to 
and mean every Person or Persons, Partnership, Company, or 
Corporate Body, acting by^ whatever Name in forming and 
establishing a Company and Scheme for laying down a Tramway 10 
at any Period prior to a Tramway Company being duly regis- 
tered as a Tramway Company : 

The Words “ Tramway Coinpany” shall mein any Persons as 
defined by this Act, who, having been duly empowered to lay 
down under the Authority of this Act any Tramway, shall be 15 
duly registered as a Company, with or without Limited Liability, 
for the Purpose of laying down and maiiitainmg such Tramway, 
with Stations, Approaches, and Works, and for working the same 
with Carriages drawn by Horses : 

The Word “ Road” shall include all Post Roads, and all Hoads, 20 

'■ common Highways, Bridges, Streets, Squares, Courts, Alleys, 
Lanes, Thoroughfares, Quays, Markets, and public Passages 
made or maintained by Grand Jury Presentment or by any 
Public or Borough Rate, and all private Hoads, Byeways, Lanes, 
or Portions of Land which any 'IVamway Company shall require 25 
and be authorized to use for the Purpose of laying a Traiiway 
thereon under the Provisions of this Act : 

The Word “ County ” shall include each Riding or Division of a 
County ill which separate Assizes arc held for each such Riding 
or Division ; and in the County of Dublin the W ord “ Treasurer ” 30 
shall include “Finance Committee,” and the Word “Assizes” 
shall include “ Presenting Term 

Wherever the Word “ Railway ” occurs in any of the Acts in- 
corporated with this Act, that Word shall be read and construed 
as if the Word “ Tramway ” had been used and inserted therein 35 
instead of the Word “Railway.”

expressly varied by the Provisions of . this Act, are incoi-porated with 
and made applicable to this Act. , : 



III. The Title of this Act shall be “ The General Tramway Apt short Title. 
(Ireland), 1859.” 

iO IV. It shall bd lawful for any Person or Persons, subject to the Promoters 
Provisions of this Act, and performing the Conditions hereby pre- “aftalio 
scribed, to be and become the Promoters of a Traniway Company, steprfor^^ 
and to raise and contribute among themselves, in such Proportions making 
as they may have severally' subscribed for, such ' Sums ' of Money 
35 as shall be estimated to be necessary for the Execution of the pro- 
posed Tramway, and the Expenses necessarily incident thereto, and 
when and so soon as One Half of the said estimated Cost shall have 
been subscribed for, to apply in the Manner herein-after prescribed for 
Authority to lay down and maintain a single oi* double Line of Tram- ■ 

2Q way in and upon the Roads, Lands, and Places delineated on the 
Plans deposited as herein-after mentioned, and described in, the Book 
of Reference to the same, and according to the Levels defined in the 
Sections deposited with the said Plans, and to apply a sufficient Part 
of the Sums so subscribed in Payment of the Costs arid Charges 
25 attending such Application, and the -making of the proper Surveys, 

Maps, Plans, Specifications, and Estimates, and the doing and pro- 
viding all such' Matters and Things as are by this Act directed 
and required preparatory thereto. 



V. All Tramways laid down under the Provisions of this Act upon position of 
30 any Roads and Streets made use of for the same shall be laid on the Tifimway. 
Surface of such Roads and Streets, and shall be so. constructed as to 
obstruct as little as may be the ordinary Traffic of the Roads or 
Streets, and so as not to endanger the Safety of any Person, Animal, 
or Carriage passing along or across the same; and in every Case 
35 of a Tramway being laid within the Boundary Pence of a public 
Road, the Level of such Tramway shall be made by the Tramway 
Company to correspond in the cross Section with such Road, and no 
Alteration shall be made in the Level of any Part of such Road, 
unless the same shall have been set forth in and be authorized bj' 

40 the Presentment as fiated, or by some special Presentment supple- 
mentary thereto ; and it shall not be lawful for any Tramway Com- 
pany, or for any other Persons using the Tramway, to employ thereon 
Locomotive Engines, or any other than Animal Power.

V I. It shall be lawful for the Promoters of any Tramway Compan}’-, 
for the Purposes of any Inspection, Survey, or Inquiry necessary for 
the Formation and Extension of any Tramway, by themselves, their 
Surveyors, Engineers, Agents, Officers, and Workmen, and also for the 
County Surveyor of the County, to enter upon any Roads, Lands, or 5 
Premises in any Place within which it is proposed that a Tramway 
shall be made under this Act, or any Land and Premises adjoining 
thereto, and, if necessary, to dig or bore therein or otherwise examine 
the same, making reasonable Compensation for any Damage done 
thereby, the Amount of such Compensation to be ascertained by Two jq 
or more Justices of the Peace at Petty Sessions in and for the District 
wherein such Damage shall be committed, whose Order shall be final 
and conclusive: Provided always, that the Promoters, and their 
Officers and Servants, may enter upon the Roads, Lands, and Premises 
as aforesaid, and do all necessary Things, previously to or pending the 15 
Decision of such Justices. 

YII. Nothing in Ibis Act contained shall authorize or enable the 
Promoters of any Tramway or any Tramway Company to encroach by 
their Works or otherwise upon any Deer Park enclosed with a 
Wall uilt of Lime and Stone or Bricks, Five Feet high or more, or 20 
upon any House entirely built with Lime and Stone or Bricks, or 
upon any Office belonging to any Person inhabiting any House so 
built, without the Consent in Writing of the Owner thereof, and if in 
the Execution of any of the W orks of any Tramway, any Field or 
Parcel of Land shall be cut through or divided from the Remainder 25 
of any Estate, Farm, or Property, so that there shall be left on 
either Side of the said Works less than One Statute Acre in Quantity 
or less than Fifteen Yards in Breadth, then the Tramway Company 
shall, if required so to do by the Proprietor of the Field or Parcel 
of Land so cut through or divided, take and purchase the Piece of 30 
such Field or Parcel of Land so left as aforesaid, and pay for the 
same in the same Manner as for Land required for the Pui-poses 
of the Tramway. 

VIII. At any Time after One Half of the estimated Cost of an 
intended Tramway shall have been subscribed for the Promoters of 35 
such Tramway may and they are hereby authorized to make an 
Appheation by Memorial to the Grand Jury 'of the County or Counties 
within whicli such Tramway is to be made, and the said Memorial 
shall seUorth at large a detailed Scheme of the intended Tramway, 
and a Description and Specifications of the Works intended to be 40 
undertaken, and of the Roads and Lands on which the Tramway Line 
IS to be laid, and of the Limits of any Deviation, Abridgment, or 

Enlargement 
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Enlargement of the same, if any such be intended, and the Names 
of the Owners or reputed Owners, Lessees or reputed Lessees, and 
Occupiers of all such private Lands as may be included in such 
Scheme and Specifications, and intended to be taken for the Purpose 
5 of such Tramway, and of the estimated Expense and Time necessary 
for the Completion of such Works, and the Capital of the intended 
Company : Provided always, that it shall not be lawful for any Person same, 
to make Application for a Tramway to be made under the Provisions 
of this Act to unite Places between which statutory Powers for making 
10 a Railway directly connecting the same shall have been given and be 
in force. 



IX. The said Promoters shall cause to be made out, and to be Copies of

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Sea-shorc, whereby a public Hoad or Bulwark, or Defence to any 
Building, or any Land adjoining any Road, may bo injured ; and 
any Person who shall be convicted thereof, on the Oath of One or 
more credible Witnesses, before any Justice of the Peace shall for 
every such Offence forfeit and pay a Sum not exceeding Fim-, Shillings 5 

for every Cartload of such Gravel, Stones, Sand, or other Materials 

so duo-, raised, or carried away, to be levied by Warrant of Distress 
undeiOhe Hand and Seal of such Justice off the Goods and Chattels 
of such Offender. 

Tramway XLIX. Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to exempt any 10

Conveyaiice L. Whenever it shall be necessary to move any of the Officers 15

Police torcc. Militia, or of the Constabulary or Police Force, by any 

Tramway, the Tramway Company shall and they arc hereby required 
to permit such Forces respectively, with their Baggage, Stores, Amis, 
Ammunition, and other Necessaries and Things, to be conveyed at 28 
the usual Hours of starting, at such Prices, or upon such Conditions 
as may from Time to Time be contracted for between Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of State for the War Department or the Iiispcetor 
General of Constabulary in Ireland, or citber of them, and such 
Tramway Company, for the Conveyance of such Forces, on the 30 
Production of a Route or Order for their Conveyniicc signed by the 
proper Authorities. 

Recovery of 

Damages, &c. LI. With respect to any Damages, Costs, or Expenses hereby 
directed to be paid, or any Penalties or Forfeitures imposed under the

Passenoetis. 

The maximum Rates of Charge to be made by the Company for the 
Conveyance of Passengers upon the Tramway, including the Tolls 
for the Use of the Tramway and of Carriages, and for Motive 
Power, and every other Expense incidental to such Conveyance, 
shall not exceed the following Sums : 

For every Passenger conveyed in a First-class Carriage, the Sum 
of Twopence per Mile ; 

For every Passenger conveyed in a Carriage of inferior Class, the 
Sum of One Penny Halfpenny per Mile : 

Every Passenger travelling upon the Tramway may take with him 
his ordinary Imggage, not exceeding One Hundred Pounds in 
weight for First-class Passengers, and Sixty Pounds in Weight for 
Passengers of inferior Class, without any Charge being made for 
the Carriage thereof. 

Goods. 

In respect of the Tonnage of all Articles conveyed thereon, 
or upon any Part thereof, and included within the following 
Classes :

Tor Dung, and all Sorts of Manure, Chalk, and all undressed 
Materials, for the Repair of Roads or Highways : 

For all Coals, Coke, Culm, Ironstone, and Iron Ore :

And for all Iron, Lead, Tin, and Tin P].ates (except Nails, 
Utensils, or other Articles of Merchandise) not exceeding for 
the Use of the Tramway One Penmj per Ton per Mile; and, 
if conveyed in Carriages provided by the Company, an addi- 
tional Sum per Ton per Mile not exceeding One Eighth of a 
Penny ; and, if drawn or propelled by Power provided by 
the Company, a further Sum per Ton per Mile not exceeding 
Three Eighths of a Penny.

For ail other Goods, Wares, Merchandise, Articles, Matters, or 
Things (except Carriages herein-after otherwise provided for), 
not exceeding for the Use of the Tramway Twopence per Ton 
per Mile; and, if conveyed in Carriages provided by the 
Company, a further Sum per Ton per Mile not exceeding One 
Halfpenny ; and, if drawn or propelled by Power provided by 
the Company, a further Sum per Ton per Mile not exceeding 
One Halfpenny. 



And for every Carriage of whatever Description (not being a 
Carriage adapted and used for travelling on a Railway, and 
not weighing more than One Ton), not exceeding for the Use 
of the Tramway Sixpence per Ton per Mile ; and if any such 
Carriage be conveyed on a Truck or Platform provided by the 
Company, an additional Sum per Mile not exceeding Two- 
pence ; and if drawn or propelled by Power provided by the 
Company, a further Sum per Mile not exceeding Twopence ;

Animals. 



In respect of Animals conveyed in Carriages upon the Tramway, as 
follows : 



Class 4. 

For every Plorse, Mule, Ass, or other Beast of Draught or 
Burden, Ox, Cow, Bull, or Head of Neat Cattle, conveyed in 
or upon any such Carriage, not exceeding for the Use of the 
Tramway Threepence per Mile ; and, if conveyed in or upon 
any Carriage provided by the Company, an additional Sum 
per Mile not exceeding One Penny ; and, if such Carriage be 
drawn or propelled by Power provided by the Company, an 
additional Sum per Mile not exceeding Twopence. 



Class 5. 

For every Calf, Pig, Sheep, Lamb, or other small Animal, con- 
veyed in or upon any such Carriage, not exceeding for the 
Use of the Tramway One Penny per Mile ; and, if conveyed 
in any Carriage provided by the Company, an additional 
Sum per Mile not exceeding One Farthing ; and, if such 

Carriage 
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Carriage be drawn or propelled by Power provided by tbe Com- 
pany, an additional Sum per Mile not exceeding Twopence. 

Small Parcels. 

With respect to small Parcels and single Articles of great Weight, 
notwithstanding the Weight of Tolls limited by this Act, the 
Company may demand the Tolls following ; to wit, 

For the Carriage of small Parcels on the Tramway or any Part 
thereof, as follows : 

For any Parcel not exceeding Seven Pounds in Weight, Six- 
pence : 

For any Parcel exceeding Seven Pounds in Weight, but not 
exceeding Fourteen Pounds in Weight, Ninepence: 

For any Parcel exceeding Fourteen Pounds in Weight, but not 
exceeding Twenty -eight Pounds in W eight, Owe Shilling : 

For any Parcel exceeding Twenty-eight Pounds in Weight, but 
not exceeding Fifty-six Pounds in Weight, One Shilling and 
Sixpence : 

And for Parcels exceeding Fifty-six Pounds in Weight, but not 
exceeding Tive hundred Pounds in Weight, the Company may 
demand any reasonable Sum which they think fit ; 

Provided, that Articles sent in large aggregate Quantities, although 
made up of sepai'ate Parcels, such as Bags of Sugar, Coffee, Meal, 
and the like, shall not he deemed small Parcels, but such Term 
shall apply only to single Parcels in separate Packages. 

For the Carriage of any One Boiler, Cylinder, or any One Piece 
of Machinery or single Piece of Timber or Stone, or other 
single Article, the Weight of which, including the Carriage, 
shall exceed Three Tons, the Company may demand such 
Sum as they think fit. 

The maximum Rate of Charge to be made by the Company for the 
Conveyance of Animals, Articles, Matters or Things respectively 
included in the Classes before mentioned, including the Tolls for 
the Use of the Tramway, and of Carriages, and for Motive Power, 
and every other Expense incidental to such Conveyance (except the 
loading and unloading of Goods when such Service is performed by 
the Company), shall not exceed the Amounts following, (to wit,) 
For the Matters mentioned in Class 1., not exceeding One Penny 
Halfpenny per Ton per Mile : 

For the Matters mentioned in Class 2,, not exceeding Three- 
pence per Ton per Mile : 

For 
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For any Carriage mentioned in Class 3., not weighing more 
than One Ton, not exceeding Tenpeoice per Mile, and, if 
weighing more than One Ton, not exceeding Twopence per 
Mile for every Quarter of a Ton or fractional Part of a 
Quarter of a Ton additional : 

For everything mentioned in Class f., not exceeding Six-pence 
per Mile : 

For everything mentioned in Class 5., not exceeding Three- 
pence Farthing per Mile. 
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
